The home will be the 100th 
such structure built In New 
Madrid county, under the senior 
citizens program since Sep­ 
tember, 1964, by the Farmers 
Home Administration. 
Parker is 74 and his wife 63. 
Hiey have reared 11 children, 
seven sons and four daughters. 
“ We felt that our children 
should have a good education, 
and all who sought a college 


education, received one,” the 
father said. 
Four are school teachers, one 
an engineer, and another has a 
doctor's degree 
in physics, 
teaching at Bowling Green, Ky., 
college. The youngest son is a 
junior In college. The couple 
has 61 grandchildren. 
They farmed In Alabama and 
Arkansas before moving to Mis­ 
souri. 
Parker retired nine 
years ago. 
The new Parker home will have 
brick trimming in the front, 
which causes an increase In 
the loan price for the two- 
bedroom home from a $5,800 


loan to $6,100. 
The total price includes all 
closing costs, lot, material and 
labor. The debt will be paid off 
over 33 years at around $30 
per month. 
Homes can be constructed for 
senior citizens for one, two or

Homes previously built under 
the program in the county have 
cost $530,000 in material and 
labor, $50,000 for lots, and

PROTECTION OF PRIVACY 
Congress is looking for new ways to protect the 
privacy of the American citizen without creating 
more problems than it solves. The right to pri­ 
vacy. is now -- thanks to two Supreme Court 
decisions of the past year — backed by con­ 
stitutional guarantees. Nevertheless actual en­ 
croachment on the privacy of the individual 
appears to be less escapable than ever. 
The trouble is that, in the modern world, a 
large measure of privacy is necessarily sacri­ 
ficed and the loss can be mitigated only slightly 
by new laws. Our society requires extensive 
record-keeping on every individual. This is a 
cradle-to-grave process that begins with foot- 
printing the newborn infant and ends only with 
the cause-of-death notation on the death certi­ 
ficate. 
Over a life span, the dossier piles up: data 
on parents, medical records, school reports, 
intelligence and psychological test scores, job 
histories, credit facts, and so on. Some of 
this information the individual gives up himself, 
often through filling out the innumerable ques­ 
tionnaires that come his way. The remainder 
is obtained without his knowledge from sources 
not known to him. 
The result is that more personal data on the 
average mid-20th century American be picked up 
by a routine check in a few days than scholars 
have been able to uncover about William Shake­ 
speare — a well-known actor in his day— 
after four centuries of digging. And most Amer­ 
icans are so inured to living in the fishbowl 
age, they willingly disclose information about 
themselves which their forebears would have 
considered nobody’s business but their own. 
But there are limits, even for the privacy- 
stripped American of today. A few weeks ago, 
for instance, the State Department put a stop 
to the practice of asking U.S. embassies to 
keep watch on American travelers “ considered 
controversial.” In a highly publicized case of 
a different sort, the president of General Motors 
Corp. apologized on March 22 before a Senate 
subcommittee for hiring a detective agency to 
pry into the private life of a subcommittee wit­ 
ness. Ralph Nadar had written a book and had 
given testimony critical of the industry for 
neglect of safety in automobile design. 
No less than a half-dozen congressional sub­ 
committees have investigated some phase of the 
privacy invasion question over the past year 
or so. Some of their revelations led to correc­ 
tive action. The Post Office Department closed 
down the peepholes through which its agents 
spied on employees in locker rooms and toilets. 
Of more general application, the Department 
curtailed a long-standing practice of placing 
mail covers — that is, recording information 
on the envelopes of letters delivered to particular 
addressees — for use by an investigative agency. 
Another area where limits on privacy invasion 
are being sought involves the use of hidden 
eavesdropping devices. Practically everyone is 
agreed that private snooping through wiretapping 
or the secret placement of miniature micro­ 
phones and transmitters should have no place 
in American life. The big argument is under 
what conditions the police should be allowed to 
use them in the war on crime. 
Telephone tapping was presumably outlawed 
by Congress in 1934, yet the practice still 
goes on. Evidence gained from wiretapping is 
permitted in some state (though no federal) 
courts. The Justice Department has long sought 
legislation to permit law enforcers to tap 
phones in crime investigations. However, At­ 
torney General Nicholas deB. Katzenbach told a 
Senate Subcommittee on March 22 it would be 
better for Congress to ban all wiretapping out­ 
right than to leave the situation in its present 
ambiguous state. 
The new miniature eavesdropping devices pre­ 
sent an even more difficult control problem. The 
Federal Communications Commission adopted 
a rule, effective on April 8, forbidding private 
citizens to use radio devices to eavesdrop, but 
left it up to the states to decide whether 
their police should use them. In New York State, 
a court held on March 1 that court orders per­ 
mitting police eavesdropping by such a device 
were invalid because contrary to the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution governing search

A recent instance involving a giant lumber 
corporation and a small country newspaper is 
a good example. 
For years the newspaper had been conducting 
a running campaign to prevent the malicious 
setting of forest fires. The campaign primarily 
served the lumber company which owned virtual­ 
ly all of the timber in the vicinity. However, 
the lumber company refused to do occasional 
institutional advertising in the newspaper. 
The newspaper finally concluded that it was 
contributing beyond its obligations to the public 
welfare and discontinued its efforts to protect 
the forest lands of one company. 
After several months an old pattern of forest 
burning was resumed. Because of spite, igno­ 
rance, or pure malicious amusement, the peo­ 
ples of the community began to start fires 
which cost the lumber company hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars within a few weeks. 
The lumber company found it necessary to start 
advertising on a much larger scale than ever 
proposed by the newspaper. And it was neces­ 
sarily local newspaper advertising since the 
small newspaper was the only publication read 
and respected by the rural community. 
The advertising worked. It isn’t a pretty story; 
but it is true.

The project was conducted, with highly scien­ 
tific methods, by Educational Reviewer, Inc. 
In reporting the results, the project director 
said: 
“One of the few areas of general agreement in 
the poll has to do with right-to-work laws. 
Every school in the poll except Sarah Lawrence 
has a substantial majority either definitely in 
favor or somewhat in favor of such a law, and 
at no school does a plurality disapprove of the 
measure. In all, five-eighths of the students 
polled showed partiality toward right-to-work, 
with little more than a sixth showing opposition.”

Inattention Is A Major Cause 
Of Traffic Accidents 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
reports that inattention while 
driving is a major contributing 


cause of traffic accidents. 
Last year, in accidents in­ 
vestigated by the Patrol, 3,581 
mishaps 
were directly 
at­ 
tributed to inattention. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the Patrol’s Division of Safe­ 
ty, commented, «‘Motorists are 
subjected to many distractions 
when operating their vehicles. 
They are responsible for not 
permitting these to lead to in­ 
attention 
and neglect of the 
primary job of driving safely. 
«‘It isn't necessary for a driver 
to keep his eyes glued to the 
road, excluding all else from 
sight and hearing. It is possible, 
however, to avoid certain acts 
that may lead to trouble." 
Captain Berglund urged mo­ 
torists to avoid the following 
acts when behind the wheel: 
(1) Daydreaming; (2) Looking at 
passengers while driving; (3) 
Looking out the rear view mir­ 
ror for a long period of time; 
(4) Searching for something on 
the floor while in motion; (5) 
Checking maps for the next 
stop. 
“ Taking your mind off driving 
for any reason and for only 
a short period of time can lead 
to a traffic accident," declared 
the Captain. “ A vehicle travel­ 
ing only 30 miles per hour 
travels over 130 feet in three 
seconds. If a driver takes his 
eyes or mind off the road for 
only that short period of time, 
quite a bit can happen. At faster 
speeds, it is even more danger­ 
ous. 
“ Motorists must realize that 
driving is a full-time job," 
Captain Berglund 
concluded. 
“ They must give their full at­ 
tention to what is going on in 
traffic and do their best to avoid 
any act that may lead to inat­ 
tention."

INFLATION AND 
GOVERNMENT 
Suddenly everyone is talking 
about rising prices and wages. 
From a mere bugaboo of a 
so-called “ radical right," they 
have abruptly emerged 
as a 
clear and present danger. 
- No one likes a general rise 
in prices and wages, moving 
upward more rapidly than real 
productivity. Everyone wants to 
prevent it in advance if possible 
and stop it when it is obviously 
underway. 


There is little the individual, 
alone, can do about it. He has 
to use the money government 
provides. He has to pay the 
prices asked for goods, if he 
buys them at all, and there 
are some he must buy, food 
being the most obvious ex­ 
ample. 
There is a great deal that 
government could do to halt 
inflation, if the true cause of 
inflation were better understood 
and government officials were 
really more interested in the 
people’s welfare than their own. 
Government could stop pumping 
more money and credit into the 
economy through the Federal 
Reserve system; since govern­ 
ment by itself can produce no 
wealth at all, the effect of such 
money and credit is wholly in­ 
flationary. Government could 
also 
reduce its 
borrowing, 
which would mean reducing its 
spending. 
But we rarely hear proposals 
for measures like these to halt 
inflation, and they never come 
from government. Instead, the 
newspapers are filled with talk 
of higher 
taxes and more 
controls, which would give gov­ 
ernment more money to take 
- and more to spend. It is foolish1 
to call such measures “anti- 
inflationary.” 
More spending 
and buying by government has 
just the 
same 
inflationary 
effects as more spending and 
buying by private individuals. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON -- The automo­ 
bile industry is confident it 
will do better in blocking gov­ 
ernment controls on accident 
safety before the House Com­ 
merce Committee than it did 
before the Senate. Before Sen. 
Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., 
and his Commerce Committee, 
it took a bad shellacking. 
Reason for the optimism is 
more pro-industry congress­ 
men on the House committee, 
especially Watler Rogers, Tex., 
Horace Kornegay, N.C., Demo­ 
crats, with Glenn Cunningham, 
Neb., Arthur Younger, Calif., 
and Albert Watson, S.C., Re­ 
publicans. 
The motor moguls also con­ 
sider Chairman Harley Stag­ 
gers, D-W. Va., a bit 
flib- 
berty-jibberty and figure they 
can bend him their way. 
What the industry will plug 
for is at least to retain the 
Johnson 
administration bill, 
written under the supervision 
of Secretary of Commerce John 
T. Connor, formerly a General 
Motors director. 
The Connor bill contains the 
amazing provision that the in­ 
vestigator’s report of an acci­ 
dent cannot be used before the 
courts in a criminal or civil 
suit. Furthermore the investi­ 
gator himself cannot be sub­ 
poenaed to appear in court. 
Thus the information the pub­ 
lic pays for cannot be used by 
the public. 
The bill provides for federal 
investigative teams all over 
the United States to probe acci­ 
dents on the spot, all paid for 
by the taxpayers. However, the 
information is not to be used 
in court, obviously because it 
might show the auto manufac­ 
turers to be at fault. 
Thus if an accident occurred 
because of a stuck accelera­ 
tor, the federal accident report 
could not be used in court. 
Today, some drivers are in 
jail serving manslaughter con­ 
victions because of car defects 
and because the reports of de­ 
fects could not be used in court. 
This will not be remedied by 
the new safety bill proposed 
by the Johnson administration. 
SUPPRESSING REPORTS 
Furthermore, the Division of 
Accident 
Protection 
in the 
Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare Department has long fol­ 
lowed a deliberate policy of 
suppressing accident reports 
paid for by the taxpayer. 
When this charge was made 
in the Senate hearings by Ralph 
Nader, the young attorney who 
sparked the entire probe of 
auto safety, Phil Lee, newly 
appointed assistnat Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare, was frank enough to tell 
Nader publicly that he was quite 
right. 
In fact, Leon Goldstein, chief 
of Grants Research in the Di­ 
vision of Accident Prevention, 
has even refused to let his 
superior, Assistant Secretary 
Lee, see some of the accident 
reports. 
Some of these reports cost 
as much as $900,000 — all 
paid for by the taxpayer. Yet 
Goldstein refuses to make some 
of them public. 
“ I want to make sure these 
reports are not misinterpreted 
by misinformed people," Gold­ 
stein explains. 
One important study, costing 
the 
taxpayer 
$170,000, 
was 
made by Public Service Re­ 
search of Stamford, Conn., and 
is a treatise on the accident 
characteristics of the Chevy, 
Plymouth and Ford. While the 
report has been made public, 
the cars are identified only as 
**A, B, and C," so the read­ 
e r has no way of knowing wheth­ 
er “ A" refers to the Chevy, 
“ B" to the Ford, *«C” to Plym­ 
outh, or vice versa. 
Another 
report, 
written by 
Prof. James Ryan of the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and cost­ 
ing $90,000, is on‘«crashworthy 
designs for automobiles." Dr. 
Ryan developed a hydraulic 
bumper which he tried out by 
crashing into a brick wall at 


a speed of 20 miles an hour. 
Despite a weak heart, he sur­ 
vived. With any other bumper 
he would have been killed. 
WHERE IS REUTHER? 
After that, however, the in­ 
dustry treated him as a step­ 
child. His funds were cut off. 
He was dropped from the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and in­ 
vestigated by the auto indus­ 
try. His original report has 
not been released, though paid 
for by the taxpayers. Ryan, 
however, is no crackpot. He has 
too many patents in his name, 
including the flight recorder 
now used on all airplanes to 
record what happens in avia­ 
tion accidents. 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., is 
indignant over this supression 
of vital facts to which the pub­ 
lic is entitled and plans to 
cross-examine 
industry of­ 
ficials. 
One report gathering dust in 
the HEW’s division of accident 
prevention was written by Gold­ 
stein himself when a professor 
at George Washington Univer­ 
sity, on the subject of “ driver 
.behavior." It cost $260,000. 
No one really knows what the 
taxpayer got for his money. 
Amazing fact is that two potent 
organizations affected by the 
accident 
probe haven't been 
heard from. They are: Walter 
Reuther's United Auto Workers 
and the Casualty Insurance peo­ 
ple. 
For years the Insurance com­ 
panies have been harping onthe 
subject of auto safety. Every 
holiday weekend, 
they have 
helped announce the gruesome 
total of auto fatalities. Yet no 
indication has come from the 
insurance companies that they 
would like to testify regarding 
government 
moves to insure 
auto safety. The insurance com­ 
panies apparently want to stand 
on the side of industrial power, 
not public safety. 


This column is supposed to 
report what goes on behind the 
scenes in Washington, so here 
is a report on what has been 
going on behind the scenes in 
the Sen. Tom Dodd investiga­ 
tion. 
Early in our development of 
this story, Jack Anderson no­ 
tified the FBI that we had cer­ 
tain important documents per­ 
taining to the ethics of a key 
senator, and invited the FBI 
around to study and evaluate 
the documents. 
Mr. Anderson, I might add, 
not having been around Wash­ 
ington as long as I, labors 
qpder the impression that the 
F BI is anxious to root out and 
suppress 
wrong-doing wher­ 
ever it may be -- even in high 
places. 
The FBI, therefore, with Mr. 
Anderson's cooperation photo­ 
graphed every scrap of evidence 
we had. When some of the photos 
didn't develop clearly, the FBI 
even came back and re photo­ 
graphed. 
Jack had also been working 
with half a dozen prospective 
witnesses, all former Doddem- 
ployees, to tell the FBI what 
they knew of Dodd's miscon­ 
duct. These were young people 
who had been shocked at what 
was happening in Dodd's office 
and departed. They felt under 
moral obligation to report what 
was happening. 
Mr. Anderson offered to pro­ 
duce these witnesses, no strings 
attached, for the FBI. 
FBI CROSS-EXAMINES 
The G-men called on the wit­ 
nesses all right, but didn't ask 
a single question about Dodd, 
his conduct, whether he had 
diverted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket and 
whether he had acted on behalf 
of a foreign agent, Gen. Julius 
Klein. 
Instead, 
the 
FBI 
cross- 
examined these young people 
about the alleged theft of Dodd's 
documents. They also heckled 
them about other stories Jack 
Anderson and I had written, 
including how we got the un­ 
published 
manuscript of the 


Cosa 
Nostra 
squealer, Joe 
Valachl. What this had to do 
with the Dodd case is hard to 
explain, but the FBI didn't try 
to explain it. 
These witnesses are clean-cut 
young men and women, who be­ 
lieve senators are not above 
the law and that it should not 
be against the law to document 
corruption charges against a 
U.S. senator. TTiey are not dis­ 
gruntled employees who came 
running to us with information 
against their boss. We sought 
them out; it took weeks to per­ 
suade them that their first 
loyalty sould be to their coun­ 
try, not to Dodd. 
However, the public can judge 
for itself these witnesses if they 
are ever given a chance to 
testify. 
As fast as the FBI discovered 
the identity of the witnesses, 
they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and harassed. One lost 
his job on a House committee; 
the news of his dismissal came 
from Dodd's office. Another, 
who decided it was his duty to 
testify against Dodd, felt it im­ 
proper to remain in Dodd's of­ 
fice. 
Since submitting 
his 
resignation, he has been unable 
to find another job. Others have 
had their jobs threatened. 
One woman, 
seven months 
pregnant, was grilled by agents 
for three hours. Another Senate 
employee, who simply had been 
gossiping about the case, hard­ 
ly got back to his office before 
the G-men descended upon him 
and pumped him to find out 
what he knew. 
Agents hauled some witnesses 
right 
into Dodd's office for 
cross-examination and behaved 
as if they were working for the 
Senator. Other witnesses were 
alternately 
soft-soaped 
and 
threatened with federal prose­ 
cution. 
I have been around Washing­ 
ton a long time, but have never 
seen such an example of police 
state operation.

Such investigations, of course, 
do not happen by accident. They 
usually go beyond the attorney 
general, Mr. Katzenbach, an 
awfully nice guy, but a bit wishy- 
washy when it comes to stand­ 
ing up to the White House or 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of which Tom Dodd is a mem­ 
ber. 
Such investigations usually go 
right up to the President him­ 
self. Mr. Johnson has on his 
desk a direct private phone to 
J. Edgar Hoover. They are 
very old friends, dating back to 
the days when I used to visit 
in Lyndon's home when he was 
a gawky young congressman 
from Texas living just across 
the 
street from J. 
Edgar 
Hoover's 
well - appointed 
bachelor abode. 
Lyndon is not only, a friend 
of Hoover's but he is a friend 
of Dodd’s. R takes a real friend 
to make the two trips he made 
to Connecticut to speak at two 
testimonial 
dinners 
which 
raised $100,000 for Tom's per­ 
sonal bank account. 
After the 1961 testimonial, 
Dodd’s political lieutenant, Ed 
Sullivan, 
wrote 
to 
him: 
“ Charles McDonough (an in­ 
surance executive) drove Vice 
President Johnson back to the 
airport after dinner. On the 
way, he told Charlie under no 
condition would he miss your 
dinner. He said he considers 
you and Grace (Mrs. Dodd) 
amongst the best friends of he 
and Mrs. Johnson, and consi­ 
ders you on the Senate floor 
the best friend he has." 
Lyndon did all right for Tom. 
He hoisted him to a choice 
position on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, ahead of 
other senators, a vantage point 
from which he was able to work 
more effectively for Gen. Julius 
Klein. And he almost picked 
Tom to run with him for vice 
president. 
Such is part of the Inside 
story of what goes on in Wash­ 
ington.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Uncle 
Sam begins next week to take a 
bigger chunk of the average 
American paycheck to help fi­ 
nance the Viet Nam war. 
It is the first graduated with­ 
holding system in UJS. history 
and for millions it means less 
take-home pay. But for others, 
especially low income families, 
less federal income tax will be 
deducted from their paychecks. 
Everybody’s over-all tax bill 
for the year will remain the 
same. The new system is de­ 
signed 
merely to bring the 
amount 
withheld from 
pay­ 
checks closer to a person’s ac­ 
tual taxes. 
Since the plan will withdraw 
• about $800 million from the 
economy by Dec. 31, govern­ 
ment economists also hope it 
will dampen inflationary trends 
which could lead to a tax in­ 
crease later. 
Beginning May 1, taxes will 
be withheld from paychecks at 
six different rates — 14,15,17, 
20, 25 and 30 percent. 
At present income taxes are 
withheld at a uniform 14 per 
cent based only on the taxpay­ 
er’s salary and number of ex­ 
emptions he claims. 
TTie 
new 
system includes 
these factors but also takes into 
account the standard deduction 
and whether a taxpayer is mar­ 
ried. Thus, a taxpayer can take 
advantage of the split income 
provisions of federal tax law as 
part of his withholding for the 


first time. 
The split income provisions 
allow a married couple a lower 
tax rate. Previously, this could 
be used only in figuring taxes at 
the end of the year. Under the 
new system, taxes can be with­ 
held at this lower rate.

French Charge NATO Military 
Command Is Now out of Date 


PARIS AP — Foreign Min­ 
ister 
Maurice 
Couve 
de 
Murville says France is quit­ 
ting the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization's m ilitary com­ 
mand because it is out of date, 
but it doesn't want its friend­ 
ship with the United States to 
diminish. 
“ In the nuclear era, this or­ 
ganization does not deal with 
the essential element of defense 
which 
is 
nuclear 
defense," 
Couve 
de 
Murville said. 
“ France does not seek a special 
advantage. She is adopting her­ 
self to a new situation and this 
can only have advantages for 
the equilibrium and 'peace in 
Europe.” 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
government 
contends 
that 
NATO's nuclear arsenal is al­ 
most entirely owned and con­ 
trolled by the United States and 
that NATO has no effective 
hand in it. 
Replying in writing to ques­ 
tions submitted by The Asso­ 
ciated Press, the foreign minis­ 
te r said France values Ameri­ 
can friendship highly. He denied 
that his government plans a non­ 
aggression pact with the Soviet 
Union and reiterated that the 


French would like to 
“ con­ 
tribute to 
a peaceful settle­ 
ment” in Viet Nam. 
Couve de Murville said that in 
withdrawing from the military 
structure of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, “ we are 
acting normally as any govern­ 
ment, in the interests of our 
country, and we believe besides 
that what we are doing is in no 
manner contrary to the well 
understood interests of our al­ 
lies.” 
He stressed that France in­ 
tends to remain part of the 
North Atlantic Treaty signed in 
1949. He pointed out that the 
military organization was de­ 
veloped after the treaty was 
signed and “ is in no way a con­ 
dition of it.” The United States 
feels, however, that the mili­ 
tary organization is an essential 
part of the alliance. 
Couve de Murville declared 
that France had no intention of 
offending the United States by 
its stand on NATO or conversion 
of its excess balance of pay­ 
ments into gold. 
“ American friendship is an 
ancient precious value to which 
we are all attached in France 
and which we do not wish to see 


disappear or even diminish,” he 
said. 
He noted that the conversion 
of dollar holdings into gold was 
provided for by the Bretton 
Woods agreements and said the 
United States had always done 
this in the same cirdWmstances. 


France notified its NATO al­ 
lies last month that U.S. and 
Canadian forces on its soil must 
leave within a year and that 
NATO headquarters in France 
must withdraw by the same 
tim e. The United States wants 
to extend the time limit for at 
least another year. 


Asked what France proposes 
to do about paying the costs for 
relocating 
NATO, Couve de 


Murville said: “Settlement of 
financial problems is a m atter 
for negotiations, according to 
the provisions of the NATO ac­ 
cords or the Franco-Americai 
accords.” 


The foreign m inister denied 
that French policy was maneu­ 
vering the United States into 
closer cooperation with West 
Germany in military m atters.

(Conclusion) 
In spite of such clear evidence 
that the Fourteenth Amendment 
has nothing whatever to do with 
the right to vote, in Carring­ 
ton vs Rash, the Court held 
by a 7 to 1 vote, with Chief 
Justice Warren not participat­ 
ing, that a provision of the Texas 
Constitution and 
laws which 
withheld the right to vote from 
servicemen

m ilitary service violated the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. Mr. 
justice Stewart, writing for the 
majority, did not refer to a 
single bit of evidence from the 
debates 
on 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. Instead, his sole 
authority consisted of excerpts 
from 
recent Supreme Court 
cases which enunciate the phil­ 
osophy of the Court regarding 
voting rights. In his lone dis­ 
sent, Mr. justice Harlan said; 
“ In making this holding the 
Court totally ignores, as it did 
in last T erm 's reapportionment 
cases, Reynolds v. Sims . . . 
all the history of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and the course of 
judicial 
decisions which 
to­ 
gether plainly show that the 
Equal Protection Clause . . . 
If that history does not prove 
what I think it does, we are 
at least entitled to be told why. 
While I cannot express surprise 
over today's decision after the 
reapportionment 
cases, which 
though bound to follow I con­ 
tinue to believe are constitu­ 
tionally indefensible, I can and 
do respectfully but earnestly, 
record my protest against this 
further extension of the Federal 
judicial power into the political 
affairs of the States . . . 
“ I deplore the added impetus 
which this decision gives to 
the current tendency of judging 
constitutional questions on the 
basis of abstract “ justice” un­ 
leashed from the limiting prin­ 
ciples that go with our constitu­ 
tional system . Constitutionally 
principled adjudication, high in 
the process of which is due 
recognition of the just demands 
of federalism, 
leaves ample 
room for the protection of in­ 
dividual rights. A constitutional 
democracy which in order to 
cope with seeming needs of the 
moment is willing to temporize 
with its basic distribution and 
limitation 
of 
governmental 
powers will sooner or later

find itself in trouble.” 
As if it were not enough to 
extend the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment, the Court also started 
stretching the Twenty-Fourth 
(anti-Federal poll tax) Amend­ 
ment. It held that Virginia could 
not require a voter who did not 
pay a poll tax to file a cer­ 
tificate of residence. Although 
the Amendment outlaws a poll 
tax only in a Federal election, 
the CouM 
found that filing a 
simple 
piece of paper 
six 
months before the election cer­ 
tifying to local residence was 
such a 
“ cumbersome pro­ 
cedure” as to make it “ far 
preferable to mall in the poll 
tax payment upon receipt of 
the bill.” Interestingly enough, 
the Court mentions that the State 
may enforce its residence re­ 
quirements by annual personal 
registration lines for an hour 
or 
more, 
Virginia's statute 
would seem to be the very 
essence of simplicity and con­ 
venience. To say that it is a 
more 
“ cumbersome 
pro­ 
cedure” to require a voter to 
mail in a piece of paper at 
any time at his convenience six 
months before an election, from 
wherever he is, than to force 
him to go at a set date and 
place, both of which may be 
very inconvenient to him, to 
register, is surely to put a 
strain on common sense. To 
dress such a bizarre notion in 
the garb of constitutional law 
is an enshrinement of absurdity 
which not even the most zealous 
opponent 
of poll taxes 
could 
have intended.

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Tensions 
Under 
Study

NEW YORK (AP) — Work 
addicts are urged to take a 
work break instead of Just rely­ 
ing on more coffee. 
The neurotic ways of the busi­ 
ness executive who thinks the 
company can't function without 
him are coming under closer 
inspection by both physicians 
and corporate management. 
The doctors worry about the 
social and personal problems 
that can build up from execu­ 
tive tensions. These sometimes 
lead to mental or physical 
breakdowns. 
Management 
is 
worrying 
about what tension in the execu­ 
tive suite may be doing to em­ 
ploye morale. Also there is the 
pressing problem of how grow­ 
ing tension may affect the mak­ 
ing of crucial dollar and cents 
decisions. 
Like drug, alcohol and gam­ 
bling addicts, the one who is 
being hooked by his work and 
by his preoccupation with it is 
usually the last to recognize his 
trouble or to admit his addic­ 
tion. Instead, he develops all 
kinds of physical symptoms 
that physicians find hard to 
trace to physical causes. 
"Executive behavior of prac- 
trace to physical causes. 
"Excessive behavior of prac­ 
tically any kind begets addic­ 
tion," says Dr. Nelson Bradley 
of the Parkside Clinic, Des 
Plaines, 111. "For the drinker, 
anything above the one or two 
drinks necessary to gain the 
relaxation he legitimately may 
seek is excessive behavior. In 
the case of the executive and his 
workload, I believe that any­ 
thing over a 40-hour work week 
is excessive behavior, particu­ 
larly in this day of good corpo­ 
ration 
organization and ex­ 
tremely 
competent 
subordi­ 
nates." 
Hie work addict will plead a 
rush of demands, Dr. Bradley 
says, when "the events leading 
to the rush have actually been 
Instigated by the man himself." 
Dr. William C. Menninger, 
founder of the Menninger Clinic 
of Industrial Mental Health, 
urges that in addition to regular 
physical examinations for key 
men, companies also provide 
regular emotional checkups for 
their executives. 
"It is rare for anyone to see 
his physician because of ten­ 
sion, but physicians'offices are 
filled with patients who com­ 
plain of symptoms resulting 
from tensions," notes Dr. Theo­ 
dore G. Klumpp, president of 
Winthrop Laboratories, a divi­ 
sion of Sterling Drug. 
He 
holds 
that 
a certain 
amount of stress, different for 
each person, is a powerful spur 
to creativity or productivity. 
But the extremes of stress, 
from either intensity or dura­ 
tion, are harmful. Tensions are 
revealed in 
nervousness or 
sleeplessness, diarrhea, spas­ 
tic colitis, loss of weight 
or 
gaining of too much weight too 
fast. 
If you’re becoming a work 
addict, he suggests a work 
break. And for most executives 
the best work break is a regular 
program of physical exercise. 
Pushups 
won't 
do, 
Dr. 
Klumpp 
contends. 
Nor will 
walking, swimming, golf, tennis 
or bicycling — if done only on 
Sunday. The work break has to 
be taken every day. And above 
all beware of that common ad­ 
vice to “take it easy." 
Don't worry about physical 
strain, (he doctor and drug com­ 
pany executive adds. It's not a 
"fulfilling, rewarding life to be 
afraid to live for fear of dying.”

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HEARNES CITES NEED 
FOR MORE STATE ACTION 
“ The object of this adminis­ 
tration has been to interpose 
Jefferson City 
between 
the 
state and the federal govern­ 
ment,” Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
said last week. 
The federal government has 
stepped in with the 
grant-in- 
aid programs to meet needs 
where 
the state governments 
have failed to act, Hearnes said. 
During 
the current special 
session of the legislature, sev­ 
eral members of 
the Senate 
have 
decried 
state govern­ 
ment in Missouri for jumping 
at federal funds when matching 
funds were required. One bill 
in contention provided for im­ 
provement of 
scenic beauty 
along federal highways with a 
$3 million bonus involved. 
Hearnes pointed out that peo­ 
ple no longer are taking any­ 
thing and everything because 
federal 
funds 
are involved. 
There are many areas in which 
federal assistance is neces­ 
sary, he 
said, 
but we are 
scrutinizing grant-in-aid pro­ 
grams 
more carefully as 
to 
their 
actual 
benefit to the 
state's needs. 
On the other hand, the state 
cannot fail to meet its respon­ 
sibilities, he said. 
He im­ 
plied 
that if the Legislature 
does not 
want more federal 
intervention, it must take over 
areas where the need arises to 
prevent such intervention. 
One department which Hearnes 
created when he took office 
to meet rapid state growth and 
keep ahead of federal programs 
was that of Community Af­ 
fairs, formerly known as Urban 


Affairs. The name was changed 
since many people 
misinter­ 
preted the function of the de­ 
partment — that is, to 
aid 
state-wide development of all 
communities. 
The Department of 
Com­ 
munity Affairs, headed by Phil 
Maher, presently is adminis­ 
tering programs of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity and 
is 
laying 
the groundwork 
for 
statewide developmental 
planning. 
A bill in this special session 
would set up a state planning 
bureau which would 
assume 
some of the duties of the Com­ 
merce 
and Industrial Com­ 
mission 
and other state di­ 
visions in providing a compre­ 
hensive plan 
for transporta­ 
tion, communications and in­ 
dustrial development through­ 
out the state. 
The immediate 
goals of the 
bill are to take advantage of 
federal water and sewer dis­ 
trict 
legislation 
which re­ 
quires 
such a state depart­ 
ment to administer water and 
sewer program funds to small 
communities and rural areas. 
As 
far as the long- range 
changes in the administrative 
divisions 
and initiation of 
a 
planning program, Hearnes said 
the 
state 
will have 
to 
“ travel slowly.” Once a state 
agency has been established, 
he said, the officials involved 
are reluctant to make changes 
which would relinquish some of 
their power and responsibil­ 
ities. 
Whether this planning bill will 
be passed or not by this spec­ 
ial session, 
some planning 
program must be initiated in 
the future, Hearnes said. 
He is confident that some of 
the provisions of the bill will 
be approved, 
but 
realizes 
that some legislation will not 
be passed for lack of time. 
“ You can't compare a spec­ 
ial with a regular session of 
the Legislature,” he said. “ It 
is difficult for the members to 
adapt to the 60-day session.” 
As a result, many bills do not 
receive attention. After all, he 
said, the primary function of 
this 
session was approval of 
the budget for next year, and 
most of the other bills pro­ 
posed 
were special interest 


measures 
requested by var­ 
ious state or local agencies. 
Despite this fact, it is ap­ 
parent that many measures will 
be approved, Including 
bill­ 
board regulations , a medicare 
proposal supplementing 
the 
federal program 
and a bill 
providing for handling of stolen 
goods, recommended

SUPREME COURT OPENS 
HEAVY APRIL SESSION 
The Missouri Supreme court 
opened its April session Mon­ 
day with a total of 
82 civil 
cases and 30 criminal cases on 
the docket. 
Chief Justice Clem F. Storck- 
man said that 15 of these will 
be heard “en blanc,” that Is, 
by all seven justices, while the 
remaining cases will be heard 
by Divisions One and Two, with 
only three judges sitting in each 
division. 
The Court is operating under a 
new system for this session, for 
in the past, four judges, includ­ 
ing the Chief Justice, have been 
sitting with Division One, and 
three judges sat with Division 
Two. 
There is no difference be­ 
tween the types of cases handled 
by the two divisions, Storckman 
said, 
but only three judges 
will sit in each division this 
time, 
allowing him more time 
to handle the 
administrative 
duties which become 
greater 
each year for the Chief Justice. 
To meet the 
demands of a 
large docket, five judges have 
been called in from throughout 
the state to sit with each divi­ 
sion and reduce the number of 
cases decided by each justice. 
Under the 1945 Missouri Con­ 
stitution, the Court was allowed 
to name judges from 
other 
courts, 
or retired Supreme 
Court judges, as special com­ 
missioners to hear Supreme 
Court casqs. 
Chief Justice Storckman will 
continue to hear some cases, 
but will only sit with one or 
two divisions when a case as­ 
signed to him is to be heard." 
By adjusting this work load, 
Storckman said the Chief Jus­ 
tice 
should have about 30 ex­ 
tra working days a 
year to 
handle 
administrative mat­ 
ters.

Press men were 
killed/» the board said. ‘«Four 
others have been wounded in 
Viet Nam. Due to escalation of 
the war, it was necessary to 
more than double the size of 
the staff there.” 
The 
re­ 
port, read at the annual AP 
meeting, said: 
‘«The year was marked, too, 
by an increasing flood of news 
from Washington 
and great­ 
ly expanded government actions 
in all news fields. 
The quick shifts in news em­ 
phasis and the need for ex­ 
perience in writing for an in­ 
creasing! yly sophisticated pub­ 
lic, call for new methods of 
handling news. Hie Associated 
Press now has special task 
forces available 
for major_ 
news developments.” 
The 
AP meeting, in addi­ 
tion 
to hearing the report, 
voted to fill seven vacancies 
on the 18-member board of 
directors 
and acted on the 
applications of 
29 associate 
newspaper members to become 
regular members of the AP, 
whose 
news report reaches 
900 million people around the 
world. 
Vice President 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
was 
the 
guest 
speaker at the AP luncheon 
after the business meeting. 
Paul Miller, president of The 
Associated Press and presi­ 


dent of Gannett newspapers, 
presided 
at the meeting and 
luncheon. 
Wes Gallagher, general man­ 
ager of The Associated Press, 
reported to the news execu­ 
tives on the activities of the 
cooperative news 
gathering 
association 
during the past 
year. 
Other highlights of the meet­ 
ing were personal reports in 
depth from Viet Nam and the 
Dominican Republic. 
The directors, commenting on 
the new task forces, 
added: 
‘«One is a staff of experienced 
space and science writers as­ 
signed 
to the major 
space 
flights --there are more of 
these every year. 
«‘A second task force, formed 
this past year consists of spec­ 
ialists in covering racial de­ 
velopments. These staff men, 
normally working in various 
bureaus 
around the country, 
converge on any area where 
their experience will be help­ 
ful. 
‘«A third mobile emergency 
force is 
ready for assign-" 
ment 
to enterprise projects 
connected with the spot news 
report. 
«‘One of the year»s major de­ 
velopments was the complete 
reorganization of the 
Wire- 
photo network to remove state 
barriers and to permit move­ 
ment of the best quality pic­ 
tures across state lines on a 
regional basis. 
‘«In 
the first major change 
in Wlrephoto routing since the 
network was established more 
than 30 years ago, there are 
now regional control bureaus 
in eight cities outside of New 


York-Chicago, Atlanta, Dallas, 
Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, 
Boston, 
Philadelphia, 
and 
Washington/» 
The directors said the prog­ 
ress of A P operations generally 
has been reflected 
by 
the 
greatest gains in newspaper 
membership since World War 
II. Twenty-eight 
daily news­ 
papers in the United States came 
into Associated Press mem­ 
bership in 1965, and 19 more 
have applied for membership 
so far in 1966. Hiere cur­ 
rently are 1,226 daily news­ 
paper members in the United 
States. 
Broadcast membership, 
the 
board said, is now 
at 2,828 
and there are 4,515 subscribers 
to Associated Press service 
abroad in 103 countries 
and 
territories. The report added: 
«‘The gains in the United States 
were more than matched in 
Latin America, 
which 
was 
the area of greatest growth 
in the world services in 1965. 
‘‘And since the first of the 
_ year has come another import­ 
ant development — establish­ 
ment of a local state-wire serv­ 
ice in Puerto Rico. There are 
both 
English 
a Spanish - 
language circu« 
serving 28 
newspapers ar 
broadcasters 
throughout F rto Rico, with 
the AP staf. >ased in San Juan.»» 
The report noted that the war 
in Viet Nam dominated the news 
of 1965 for the second straight 
year. 
‘‘The situation with respect to 
restrictions on coverage of the 


war in Viet Nam, which was 
deplored in our report a year 
ago, has eased,»» the board said. 
‘‘As of today,»» correspondents 
and photographers find fewer 
difficulties placed in their way 
than earlier in the war. 
‘«In Indonesia, American news 
agency offices were closed in 
J anuary 
and correspondents 
expelled,»» the report said. ««In 
late March they were permitted 
to return and we are now re­ 
established there with Jeff Wil­ 
liams being sent from Tokyo 
to 
be 
correspondent 
at 
Jakarta.»» 
The board said the fixed as­ 
sets purchased in 1965 amounted 
to $1,547,560.34, all paid from 
funds of the corporation.

by the board:

proved to be 
an outstanding 
success. One of the first ma­ 
chines was displayed at our 
meeting here just a year ago. 
Since then more than 150 mem­

tions have been made. 
*«A spectacular new use of 
computers to provide baseball 
box scores has been instituted.

United States, are coded and 
fed into A P computers, provid - 
ing 
complete 
side-by-side 
box 
scores in tape within a 
minute or so after the end of 
the game. This gain of around 
30 minutes on the average en­ 
ables editors to make editions

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When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curatoi 
of the Mark Twain' Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. “ Pappy” Blanton, in 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy” 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes. 
(Verbatim copy, with some questions and 
guesses as to massing words) 


September 10, 1920 
When I was a boy, nearly all 
of the wool hats, or large part 
of them, worn by men In Central 
Missouri, were made In Colum­ 
bia by a man named Ashlock, 
who has been dea'd and forgotten 
for more than half a century and 
I have an idea that many people 
now living in Columbia do not 
know that at one time there was 
a hat factory in their town. But 
there was. Those Ashlock hats 
would last almost a lifetim e. 
They were 
made entirely of 
wool, before shoddy was heard 
of in this country. They were 
sold in many parts of Missouri 
but the 
demand for something 
nicer and better looking finally 
drove them out of the trade. 
Or it may be that he could not 
compete with the eastern fac­ 
tories, any more than could the 
small town plow and wagon 
makers. 
When I was a boy there were 
many thousands of Negro slaves 
in M issouri. These N egroes,as 
a general 
thing were 
well 
clothed and well fed and if they 
got sick the family physician 
was called 
in. The average 
owner of slaves rarely whipped 
them, but there were exceptions 
to this rule. I happen to re- 
member two 
very 
brutal 
men who owned a lot of Negroes. 
One of these men belonged to 
one of the very best families in 
Boone county but when he got 
drunk he beat every Negro he 
could see when he-got home and 
there is no doubt that he killed 
two of his Negroes. The other 
brutal m aster lived in Howard 
county and 
was supposed to 
be a very religious man. I am 
convinced that slavery was nev­ 
er a paying proposition in this 
state for by the manner in which 
farming was then done they 
never raised but little more 
than enough to clothe and feed 
themselves. I remember hear­ 
ing a man say that they were 
“ a mighty good shade in the 
summer and a mighty good 
fire in the winter.” 
When I was a boy we had very 
few conveniences and no lux­ 
uries, as I have before re ­ 
marked, but lived just as hap­ 
py and much more contented 
than people do today. Then we 
fought the flies with 
brushes 
made of peacock feather. Now 
we have screens and fly swat­ 
te rs. Nobody had ever seen or 
heard of a wrist watch. There 
were no white shoes or silk 
stockings. There were no pic­ 
tures of girls or women almost 


naked in the newspapers as 
there are today. Nobody had 
appendicitis. Spraying orchards 
had never been 
thought of. 
Farm ers went to town after 
their m ail. There were no autos, 
or flying machines, no 
steel 
ships, telephones or telegraph. 
Then 
farm ers 
burned 
their 
straw stacks. There were 
no 
anarchists, no 
I. W. W. or­ 
ganization to overthrow the gov­ 
ernment, no sewing machines, 
no safety razors and no dudes. 
County papers cost you $2 a 
year and were mighty common 
compared to the county paper of 
today. But there was not as much 
crim e in the entire state in a 
year as is committed in any one 
of our larger cities in a month. 
When I was a boy most all 
of the 
wagons, 
buggies and 
plows all over this part of the 
state were made by mechanics 
in the small towns, (they were 
all small towns then). Every 
town had its wagon shop where 
real, honest - to - goodness 
wagons were made, and in these 
same towns 
many plows were 
made. When the great eastern 
factories with their machine 
equipped plants began to ship in 
wagons and plows, they drove 
the small mechanic out of busi­ 
ness as hand labor could 
not 
compete with machine made 
articles, so the industry died. 
It may interest some of my 
readers to know that 60 years 
ago, there was made in the vil­ 
lage of Middle Grove, 
this 
county, hundreds of plows that 
were sold all over Monroe, Ran­ 
dolph, Boone, and Howard coun­ 
ties, and they were good plows 
too. I know, for I have plowed 
many a day with one of them.

ARTICLE #8 
One of my earliest memories 
is of Saturday afternoon movies. 
I would make a special effort 
to see the name of the movie 
advertised on the Marquee*, 
or find it listed in the STAN­ 
DARD, although I knew exactly 
what was playing from the pre­ 
views of the previous week. 
All my gang had their favorite 
“ cowboys** and used to assume 
their 
identities during our 
weekly games, so that it was 
not at all unusual to have Gene 
Autry shooting at Roy Rogers, 
with Hopalong Casidy and the 
Durango Kid choosing sides. 
My favorite was Johnny Mack 
Brown, because I liked to hear 
him say “Shayriff** for Sher­ 
iff. Also, he would never mess 
around 
singing mushy 
love 
songs like Roy Rogers or Gene 
Autry. He was all shooting and 
fighting 
and 
“Shariffing" 
through the whole show. Of 
course, a Roy Rogers 
song 
gave me the opportunity to run 
out to the lobby for a drink of 
water to wash away the salt 
from the popcorn. 
I would 
always make sure Mr. Decker 
saw me coming from inside the 
movie though, so I wouldn't have 
to buy another ticket. 
Sikeston is probably the only 
place in the world where you 
don't get half of your ticket 
back. When I first left home, 
I used to exasperate the ticket 
takers by walking off and leav­ 
ing him twisting a ticket in 
mid-air, rather than holding 
half and letting him tear it off. 
Now, when I come home, it 
is 
just 
the 
reverse. 
Mr. 
Decker, (the same one who used 
to watch me drink water), and 
I both stand for a second hold­ 
ing onto the same ticket until 


I realize that I am back home 
again. 
Now all this rambling through 
the past may seem to be out of 
place in an article about Viet 
Nam, but I had occasion to recall 
these incidents out of my child­ 
hood recently, when I found out 
that we were going to have a 
movie. 
For more than fifty days now, 
the troops of this company have 
put in 14 hours days, 7 days a 
week. This is not particularly 
unusual over here, andactually, 
the morale has remained very 
high. It is obvious that the work 
has to be done, and the results 
can be clearly seen. Neverthe­ 
less, it becomes accumulative, 
and you need relaxation more 
than you think. Therefore, we 
decided to try and secure a 
projector, so that we could 
get on distribution for the 16mm 
films that are floating around 
Viet Nam. Just securing the 
projector was in itself quite 
an accomplishment! But Iwoulc 
rather not divulge exactly how 
it was done at this time. 
Once we had the projector, 
we were a few days getting the 
film, but the very fact that 
we had a projector was like 
money in the bank. Men would 
come from the flight-line, soak­ 
ing wet with sweat from work­ 
ing on the aircraft, and walk by 
the projector in anticipation 
of the coming movies. 


Then at last, we got a film. 
We didn't receive it in time 
to check it out before the per­ 
formance though, and it was al­ 
most totally ruined. All of the 
sprocket guides on the f Jim were 
stripped, and it wouldn’t feed 
through the projector. The dis­ 
appointment was acute, but the 
men comforted themselves with 
the knowledge that within a few 
days they would have another 
film. 
Then the chance came again. 
The film was checked and was 
O.K. and the men gathered for 
the 
movie. 
Disaster 
struck 
again! The shaft on the take- 
up pulley snapped, and the pro­ 
jector wouldn't work. 
The next day, we tried to 


equate the intricacies of heli­ 
copter maintenance, the projec­ 
tor maintenance, and finally a 
Jerry rigged contraption made 
the machine operate again. 
Night came and we prepared 
once again to view the film. 
The men congregated around the 
back of a parts trailer where 
a sheet had been tacked up, and 
we were ready to begin! Sud­ 
denly, BRAACK. WHUMP! In­ 
coming 
mortar 
fire! Even 
though the rounds were aimed 
for the flight line and the ships 
parked there, and not for us, we 
still had to run to the sandbag 
barricades, and must await the 
all-clear. By the time it was 
sounded, it was too late to show 
the movie. We had had the pro­ 
jector now for six days, and 
still no movie. 
Finally night fell again, and 
once again we gathered to watch 
that movie. Charlie’s mortars 
had been silenced, the film was 
good, and the projector worked. 
Along the perimenter, we could 
see tracers arching through the 
sky. We could hear in the dis­ 
tance the steady whump,whump, 
of artillery, and overhead, the 
sonic boom of 8 inch shells go­ 
ing through sound barrier, as 
they sped to distant targets. But 
on the screen was our movie! 
What was the 
name of it?

fourteen 
years, our exports of manufac­ 
tured goods have declined from a 
little more than 2Ct'/, of the total 
exports of all countries to 20'/. 
German exports, during the same 
period of time, have increased 
from about 8'; of the total of all 
manufactured goods to 20';, and 
are just equal to that of the 
United States. 
This is a remarkable record 
for a country only one-quarter 
the size of ours, and it shows 
what can be accomplished when 
the people of a country are will­ 
ing to work hard and refrain 
from foot-dragging and feather­ 
bedding practices. Germany has 
remained competitive and her 
goods sell throughout the world, 
while we have indulged in wage- 
push inflation to the point where 
we have lost a large part of our 
export markets. 
Concurrently, 
we have lost a large part of our 
domestic markets because foreign 
competitors are able to sell goods 
in our own country, over and 
above transportation costs and 
tariffs, at less than we can make 
and sell the same goods. To get 
our share of the world’s trade, 
both at home and abroad, we 
must remain competitive. If out 
wage scales make that impos­ 
sible, we are living in a fool’s 
paradise.

Humphrey Sees Need 
For Double Victory 


NEW YORK AP -- Vice Pres­ 
ident Hubert H. Humphrey said 
today peace in Asia depends on 
victory 
against 
“ poverty, 
disease and despair” as well 
as against “ the classic power 
tactics of communism” in Viet 
Nam. 
“ We must not lose the peace 
in either struggle,” the vice 
president said in a speech pre­ 
pared for the annual meeting of 
The Associated Press. 
“ That is why we have com­ 
mitted once more -- as we 
have had to do before — men, 
money, and resources to help 
the nations of Asia help them­ 
selves toward security and in­ 
dependence,” Humphrey added. 
. Cautioning that “ it won’t be 
easy, it will be frustrating and 
at times heartbreaking,” Hum­ 
phrey sazd: 
“ We must stay and see it 
through. And the free nations 
of the world need to know that 
we have the vision and the en­ 
durance to do so. 
“ Those 
who threaten their 
neighbors in Asia should know 
it too. They should know that we 
will resist their aggression.” 
Humphrey, who returned two 
months ago from a nine-nation 
Asian tour, added, “ They should 
also know that we bear no con­ 
sumptive hate against their peo­ 
ple, that we have no design on 
their sovereignty.” 
“ We only look toward the day 
when all nations may choose to 
live in 
harmony with their 
neighbors — when they may 
turn together their energies to 
building a better life for their 
peoples,” he said. “ For this 
is after all our second great 
task before us: the desperate 
need to narrow the widening 
gap between the rich and poor 
nations of the world.” 
Humphrey said that it is not 
possible to preserve lasting 
peace if glaring economic and 
social inequality among the peo­ 
ples of the world exist. 
Tying the hopes for peace to 
helping “ the disinherited and 
left-out of this world,” the 
vice president said: 
“ Today 
there are families 
spending their last day on earth 
because 
they 
haven’t 
the 
strength or health to keep going. 
“ But those who remain —and 
you can be sure of this — those 
who remain will take to the 
streets . . . they will turn to 
any master . . . they will tear 
the fabric of peace to shreds, 
unless they have some reason 
to believe there is hope for 
life and hope for justice. 
Humphrey then tied this idea 
to President Johnson’s foreign 


aid request now before Con­ 
gress and said, “ We hear the 
same doubts and complaints to­ 
day that we heard 20 years ago.” 
“ If someone has a substitute 
for foreign aid, I’d like to hear 
about it,” he said. “ The in­ 
vestment we make in foreign 
aid -- in preventive medicine, 
if you will — is certainly less 
than that necessary to treat 
the sumptoms of massive econ­ 
omic crisis and disorder and, 
yes, of war.” 
But Humphrey said leadership 
in the world requires “ far more 
than a large stock of gunboats 
and a hard fist at the conference 
table” or the ability to go it 
alone, “ although we must not 
be afraid to do so when nec­ 
essary.” 
“ Leadership today requires 
understanding of the problems 
we face — of the resources 
at hand — and of the objectives 
we seek,” Humphrey said. 
“ It requires the ability, per­ 
haps even more, to lead and 
inspire others — to lead and 
inspire in a sense of common 
enterprise. 
“ For as strong and rich as 
we may become, our goal of a 
just and peaceful world will 
never be achieved by America 
alone,” Humphrey said. 
“ it will be achieved only When 
the resources of strong and 
week, rich and poor alike are 
allocated in the most efficient 
manner possible, to challenges 
that are far too great for any 
one nation or group of nations 
to overcome.”

PROTECTION OF PRIVACY 
Congress is looking for new ways to protect the 
privacy of the American citizen without creating 
more problems than it solves. The right to pri­ 
vacy. is now -- thanks to two Supreme Court 
decisions of the past year — backed by con­ 
stitutional guarantees. Nevertheless actual en­ 
croachment on the privacy of the individual 
appears to be less escapable than ever. 
The trouble is that, in the modern world, a 
large measure of privacy is necessarily sacri­ 
ficed and the loss can be mitigated only slightly 
by new laws. Our society requires extensive 
record-keeping on every individual. This is a 
cradle-to-grave process that begins with foot- 
printing the newborn infant and ends only with 
the cause-of-death notation on the death certi­ 
ficate. 
Over a life span, the dossier piles up: data 
on parents, medical records, school reports, 
intelligence and psychological test scores, job 
histories, credit facts, and so on. Some of 
this information the individual gives up himself, 
often through filling out the innumerable ques­ 
tionnaires that come his way. The remainder 
is obtained without his knowledge from sources 
not known to him. 
The result is that more personal data on the 
average mid-20th century American be picked up 
by a routine check in a few days than scholars 
have been able to uncover about William Shake­ 
speare — a well-known actor in his day— 
after four centuries of digging. And most Amer­ 
icans are so inured to living in the fishbowl 
age, they willingly disclose information about 
themselves which their forebears would have 
considered nobody’s business but their own. 
But there are limits, even for the privacy- 
stripped American of today. A few weeks ago, 
for instance, the State Department put a stop 
to the practice of asking U.S. embassies to 
keep watch on American travelers ‘‘considered 
controversial.” In a highly publicized case of 
a different sort, the president of General Motors 
Corp. apologized on March 22 before a Senate 
subcommittee for hiring a detective agency to 
pry into the private life of a subcommittee wit­ 
ness. Ralph Nadar had written a book and had 
given testimony critical of the industry for 
neglect of safety in automobile design. 
No less than a half-dozen congressional sub­ 
committees have investigated some phase of the 
privacy invasion question over the past year 
or so. Some of their revelations led to correc­ 
tive action. The Post Office Department closed 
down the peepholes through which its agents 
spied on employees in locker rooms and toilets. 
Of more general application, the Department 
curtailed a long-standing practice of placing 
mail covers -- that is, recording information 
on the envelopes of letters delivered to particular 
addressees — for use by an investigative agency. 
Another area where limits on privacy invasion 
are being sought involves the use of hidden 
eavesdropping devices. Practically everyone is 
agreed that private snooping through wiretapping 
or the secret placement of miniature micro­ 
phones and transmitters should have no place 
in American life. The big argument is under 
what conditions the police should be allowed to 
use them in the war on crime. 
Telephone tapping was presumably outlawed 
by Congress in 1934, yet the practice still 
goes on. Evidence gained from wiretapping is 
permitted in some state (though no federal) 
courts. The Justice Department has long sought 
legislation to permit law enforcers to tap 
phones in crime investigations. However, At­ 
torney General Nicholas deB. Katzenbach told a 
Senate Subcommittee on March 22 it would be 
better for Congress to ban all wiretapping out­ 
right than to leave the situation in its present 
ambiguous state. 
The new miniature eavesdropping devices pre­ 
sent an even more difficult control problem. The 
Federal Communications Commission adopted 
a rule, effective on April 8, forbidding private 
citizens to use radio devices to eavesdrop, but 
left it up to the states to decide whether 
their police should use them. In New York State, 
a court held on March 1 that court orders per­ 
mitting police eavesdropping by such a device 
were invalid because contrary to the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution governing search

The newspaper finally concluded that it was 
contributing beyond its obligations to the public 
welfare and discontinued its efforts to protect 
the forest lands of one company. 
After several months an old pattern of forest 
burning was resumed. Because of spite, igno­ 
rance, or pure malicious amusement, the peo­ 
ples of the community began to start fires 
which cost the lumber company hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars within a few weeks. 
The lumber company found it necessary to start 
advertising on a much larger scale than ever 
proposed by the newspaper. And it was neces­ 
sarily local newspaper advertising since the 
small newspaper was the only publication read 
and respected by the rural community. 
The advertising worked. It isn’t a pretty story; 
but it is true.

Inattention Is A Major Cause 
Of Traffic Accidents 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
reports that inattention while 
driving is a major contributing 


cause of traffic accidents. 
Last year, in accidents in­ 
vestigated by the Patrol, 3,581 
mishaps 
were directly 
at­ 
tributed to inattention. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the Patrol’s Division of Safe­ 
ty, commented, “ Motorists are 
subjected to many distractions 
when operating their vehicles. 
They are responsible for not 
permitting these to lead to in­ 
attention 
and neglect 
of the 
prim ary job of driving safely. 
“ It isn’t necessary for a driver 
to keep his eyes glued to the 
road, excluding all else from 
sight and hearing. It is possible, 
however, to avoid certain acts 
that may lead to trouble.” 
Captain Berglund urged mo­ 
torists to avoid the following 
acts when behind the wheel; 
(1) Daydreaming; (2) Looking at 
passengers while driving; (3) 
Looking out the rear view m ir­ 
ro r for a long period of time; 
(4) Searching for something on 
the floor while in motion; (5) 
Checking maps for the next 
stop. 
“ Taking your mind off driving 
for any reason and for only 
a short period of time can lead 
to a traffic accident,” declared 
the Captain. “ A vehicle travel­ 
ing only 30 miles per hour 
travels over 130 feet in three 
seconds. If a driver takes his 
eyes or mind off the road for 
only that short period of time, 
quite a bit can happen. At faster 
speeds, it is even more danger­ 
ous. 
“ Motorists must realize that 
driving is a full-time job,” 
Captain 
Berglund 
concluded. 
“ They must give their full at­ 
tention to what is going on in 
traffic and do their best to avoid 
any act that may lead to inat­ 
tention.”

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON -- The automo­ 
bile industry is confident it 
will do better in blocking gov­ 
ernment controls on accident 
safety before the House Com­ 
m erce Committee than it did 
before the Senate. Before Sen. 
W arren 
Magnuson, D-W’ash., 
and his Commerce Committee, 
it took a bad shellacking. 
Reason for the optimism is 
more pro-industry congress­ 
men on the House committee, 
especially Watler Rogers, Tex., 
Horace Kornegay, N.C., Demo­ 
crats, with Glenn Cunningham, 
Neb., Arthur Younger, Calif., 
and Albert Watson, S.C., Re­ 
publicans. 
The motor moguls also con­ 
sider Chairman Harley Stag­ 
gers, D-W. Va., a bit 
flib- 
berty-jibberty and figure they 
can bend him their way. 
What the industry will plug 
for is at least to retain the 
Johnson 
administration 
bill, 
written under the supervision 
of Secretary of Commerce John 
T. Connor, formerly a General 
Motors director. 
The Connor bill contains the 
amazing provision that the in- .behavior.” It 
vestigator’s report of an acci- No one really 
dent cannot be used before the 
courts in a criminal or civil 
suit. Furtherm ore the investi­ 
gator himself cannot be sub­ 
poenaed to appear in court. 
Thus the information the pub­ 
lic pays for cannot be used by 
the public. 
The bill provides for federal 
investigative teams all over 
the United States to probe acci­ 
dents on the spot, all paid for 
by the taxpayers. However, the 
information is not to be used 
in court, obviously because it 
might show' the auto manufac­ 
tu rers to be at fault. 
Thus if an accident occurred 
because of a stuck accelera­ 
tor, the federal accident report 
could not be used in court. 
Today, some drivers are in 
jail serving manslaughter con­ 
victions because of car defects 
and because the reports of de­ 
fects could not be used in court. 
This will not be remedied by 
the new safety bill proposed 
by the Johnson administration. 
SUPPRESSING REPORTS 
Furtherm ore, the Division of 
Accident 
Protection 
in 
the 
Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare Department has long fol­ 
lowed a deliberate policy of 
suppressing accident reports 
paid for by the taxpayer. 
When this charge was made 
in the Senate hearings by Ralph 
Nader, the young attorney who 
sparked the entire probe of 
auto safety, Phil Lee, newly 
appointed assistnat Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare, was frank enough to tell 
Nader publicly that he was quite 
right. 
In fact, Leon Goldstein, chief 
of Grants Research in the Di­ 
vision of Accident Prevention, 
has even refused to let his 
superior, Assistant Secretary 
Lee, see some of the accident 
reports. 
Some of these reports cost 
as much as $900,000 -- all 
paid for by the taxpayer. Yet 
Goldstein refuses to make some 
of them public. 
“ I want to make sure these 
reports are not m isinterpreted 
by misinformed people,” Gold­ 
stein explains. 
One important study, costing 
the 
taxpayer 
$170,000, 
was 
made by Public Service Re­ 
search of Stamford, Conn., and 
is a treatise on the accident 
characteristics of the Chevy, 
Plymouth and Ford. While the 
report has been made public, 
the cars are identified only as 
“ A, B, and C,” so the read­ 
e r has no way of knowing wheth­ 
e r “ A” refers to the Chevy, 
“ B” to the Ford, “ C” to Plym­ 
outh, or vice versa. 
Another 
report, 
written by 
Prof. Jam es Ryan of the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and cost­ 
ing $90,000, is on “ crashworthy 
designs for automobiles.” Dr. 
Ryan 
developed 
a hydraulic 
bumper which he tried out by 
crashing into a brick wall at 


a speed of 20 miles an hour. 
Despite a weak heart, he sur­ 
vived. With any other bumper 
he would have been killed. 
WHERE IS REUTHER? 
After that, however, the in­ 
dustry treated him as a step­ 
child. His funds were cut off. 
He was dropped from the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and in­ 
vestigated by the auto indus­ 
try. His original report has 
not been released, though paid 
for by the taxpayers. Ryan, 
however, is no crackpot. He has 
too many patents in his name, 
including the flight recorder 
now used on all airplanes to 
record what happens in avia­ 
tion accidents. 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., is 
indignant over this supression 
of vital facts to which the pub­ 
lic is entitled and plans to 
cross-exam ine 
industry of­ 
ficials. 
One report gathering dust in 
the HEW's division of accident 
prevention was written by Gold­ 
stein himself when a professor 
at George Washington Univer­ 
sity, on the subject of “ driver 
cost $260,000. 
knows what the 
taxpayer got for his money. 
Amazing fact is that two potent 
organizations affected by the 
accident 
probe 
haven’t been 
heard from. They are: Walter 
Reuther’s United Auto Workers 
and the Casualty Insurance peo­ 
ple. 
For years the insurance com­ 
panies have been harping on the 
subject of auto safety. Every 
holiday 
weekend, 
they 
have 
helped announce the gruesome 
total of auto fatalities. Yet no 
indication has come from the 
insurance companies that they 
would like to testify regarding 
government 
moves to insure 
auto safety. The insurance com­ 
panies apparently want to stand 
on the side of industrial power, 
not public safety. 


This column is supposed to 
report what goes on behind the 
scenes in Washington, so here 
is a report on what has been 
going on behind the scenes in 
the Sen. Tom Dodd investiga­ 
tion. 
Early in our development of 
this story, Jack Anderson no­ 
tified the FBI that we had cer­ 
tain important documents per­ 
taining to the ethics of a key 
senator, and invited the FBI 
around to study and evaluate 
the documents. 
Mr. Anderson, I might add, 
not having been around Wash­ 
ington as long as I, labors 
qpder the impression that the 
FBI is anxious to root out and 
suppress 
wrong-doing wher­ 
ever it may be -- even in high 
places. 
The FBI, therefore, with Mr. 
Anderson’s cooperation photo­ 
graphed every scrap of evidence 
we had. When some of the photos 
didn’t develop clearly, the FBI 
even came back and rephoto­ 
graphed. 
Jack had also been 
working 
with half a dozen prospective 
witnesses, all form er Doddem- 
ployees, to tell the FBI what 
they knew of Dodd’s miscon­ 
duct. These were young people 
who had been shocked at what 
was happening in Dodd's office 
and departed. They felt under 
moral obligation to report what 
was hapi>ening. 
Mr. Anderson offered to pro­ 
duce these witnesses, no strings 
attached, for the FBI. 
FBI CROSS-EXAMINES 
The G-men called on the wit­ 
nesses all right, but didn’t ask 
a single question about Dodd, 
his conduct, whether he had 
diverted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket and 
whether he had acted on behalf 
of a foreign agent, Gen. Julius 
Klein. 
Instead, 
the 
FBI 
cross- 
examined these young people 
about the alleged theft of Dodd’s 
documents. They also heckled 
them about other stories Jack 
Anderson and I had written, 
including how we got the un­ 
published 
manuscript 
of the 


Cosa 
Nostra 
squealer, Joe 
Valachi. What this had to do 
with the Dodd case is hard to 
explain, but the FBI didn't try 
to explain it. 
These witnesses are clean-cut 
young men and women, who be­ 
lieve senators are not above 
the law and that it should not 
be against the law to document 
corruption charges against a 
U.S. senator. They are not dis­ 
gruntled employees who came 
running to us with information 
against their boss. We sought 
them out; it took weeks to per­ 
suade 
them 
that their first 
loyalty sould be to their coun­ 
try, not to Dodd. 
However, the public can judge 
for itself these witnesses if they 
are ever given a chance to 
testify. 
As fast as the FBI discovered 
the identity of the witnesses, 
they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and harassed. One lost 
his job on a House committee; 
the news of his dismissal came 
from Dodd’s office. Another, 
who decided it was his duty to 
testify against Dodd, felt it im ­ 
proper to remain in Dodd's of­ 
fice. 
Since submitting 
his 
resignation, he has been unable 
to find another job. Others have 
had their jobs threatened. 
One 
woman, 
seven months 
pregnant, was grilled by agents 
for three hours. Another Senate 
employee, who simply had been 
gossiping about the case, hard­ 
ly got back to his office before 
the G-men descended upon him 
and pumped him to find out 
what he knew. 
Agents hauled some witnesses 
right 
into Dodd’s 
office for 
cross-examination and behaved 
as if they were working for the 
Senator. Other witnesses were 
alternately 
soft-soaped 
and 
threatened with federal prose­ 
cution. 
I have been around Washing­ 
ton a long time, but have never 
seen such an example of police 
state operation.

Such investigations, of course, 
do not happen by accident. They 
usually go beyond the attorney 
general, Mr. Katzenbach, an 
awfully nice guy, but a bit wishy- 
washy when it comes to stand­ 
ing up to the White House or 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of which Tom Dodd is a mem­ 
ber. 
Such investigations usually go 
right up to the President him ­ 
self. Mr. Johnson has on his 
desk a direct private phone to 
J . Edgar Hoover. They are 
very old friends, dating back to 
the days when I used to visit 
in Lyndon’s home when he was 
a 
gawky young congressman 
from Texas living just across 
the 
street 
from 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover’s 
well - appointed 
bachelor abode. 
Lyndon is not only% a friend 
of Hoover’s but he is a friend 
of Dodd’s. It takes a real friend 
to make the two trips he made 
to Connecticut to speak at two 
testimonial 
dinners 
which 
raised $100,000 for Tom’s per­ 
sonal bank account. 
After the 1961 testimonial, 
Dodd’s political lieutenant, Ed 
Sullivan, 
wrote 
to 
him; 
“ Charles McDonough (an in­ 
surance executive) drove Vice 
President Johnson back to the 
airport after dinner. On the 
way, he told Charlie under no 
condition would he miss your 
dinner. He said he considers 
you and Grace (Mrs. Dodd) 
amongst the best friends of he 
and Mrs. Johnson, and consi­ 
ders you on the Senate floor 
the best friend he has.” 
Lyndon did all right for Tom. 
He hoisted him to a choice 
position on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, ahead of 
other senators, a vantage point 
from which he was able to work 
more effectively for Gen. Julius 
Klein. And he almost picked 
Tom to run with him for vice 
president. 
Such is part of the Inside 
story of what goes on in Wash­ 
ington.

PROTECTION OF PRIVACY 
Congress is looking for new w ays to protect the 
privacy of the American citizen without creating 
more problems than it solves. The right to pri­ 
vacy. is now -- thanks to two Supreme Court 
decisions of the past year — backed by con­ 
stitutional guarantees. Nevertheless actual en­ 
croachment on the privacy of the individual 
appears to be less escapable than ever. 
The trouble is that, in the modern world, a 
large measure of privacy is necessarily sacri­ 
ficed and the loss can be mitigated only slightly 
by new laws. Our society requires extensive 
record-keeping on every individual. This is a 
cradle-to-gruve process that begins with foot- 
printing the new born infant and ends only with 
the cause-of-death notation on the death certi­ 
ficate. 
Over a life span, the dossier piles up: data 
on parents, medical records, school reports, 
intelligence and psychological test scores, job 
histories, credit facts, and so on. Some of 
this information the individual g ists upfetMtlf, 
often through filling out the innumerable ques­ 
tionnaires that come his way. The remainder 
is obtained without his knowledge from sources 
not known to him. 
The result is that more personal data on the 
average mid-20th century American b e picked up 
by a routine check in a few days than scholars 
have been able to uncover about William Shake­ 
speare — a well-known actor in his day— 
after four centuries of digging. And most Amer­ 
icans are so inured to living in the fishbowl 
age, they willingly disclose information about 
themselves which their forebears would have 
considered nobody’s business but their own. 
But there are limits, even for the privacy- 
stripped American of today. A few weeks ago, 
for instance, the State Department put a stop 
to the practice of asking U.S. embassies to 
keep watch on American travelers “considered 
controversial.” In a highly publicized case of 
a different sort, the president of General Motors 
Corp. apologized on March 22 before a Senate 
subcommittee for hiring a detective agency to 
pry into the private life of a subcommittee wit- 
nesB. Ralph Nadar had written a hook sad had 
given testimony critical of the industry for 
neglect of safety in automobile design. 
No less than a half-dozen congressional sub­ 
committees have investigated some phase of the 
privacy invasion question over the past year 
or so. Some of their revelations led to correc­ 
tive action. The Post Office Department closed 
down the peepholes through which its agents 
spied on employees in locker rooms a n d toilets. 
Of more general application, the Department 
curtailed a long-standing practice of placing 
mail covers -- that is, recording information 
on the envelopes of letters delivered to particular 
addressees — for use by an investigative agency. 
Another area where limits on privacy invasion 
are being sought involves the use of hidden 
eavesdropping devices. Practically everyone is 
agreed that private snooping through wiretapping 
or the secret placement of miniature micro­ 
phones and transmitters should have no place 
in American life. The big argument is under 
what conditions the police should be allowed to 
use them in the war on crime. 
Telephone tapping was presumably outlawed 
by Congress in 1934, yet the practice still 
goes on. Evidence gained from wiretapping is 
permitted in some state (though no federal) 
courts. The Justice Department has long sought 
legislation to permit law enforcers to tap 
phones in crime investigations. However, At­ 
torney General Nicholas deB. Katzenbach told a 
Senate Subcommittee on March 22 it would be 
better for Congress to ban all wiretapping out­ 
right than to leave the situation in its present 
ambiguous state. 
The new miniature eavesdropping devices pre­ 
sent an even more difficult control problem. The 
Federal Communications Commission adopted 
a rule, effective on April 8, forbidding private 
citizens to use radio devices to eavesdrop, but 
left it up to the states to decide whether 
their police should use them. In New York State, 
a court held on March I that court orders per­ 
mitting police eavesdropping by such a device 
were invalid because contrary to the Fourth

Every newspaper publisher knows that he gives 
away thousands of dollars worth of advertising 
annually to causes which seem to serve the 
whole community. 
Contributions of space go to every thing from 
Brownie cookie sules to farm development pro­ 
grams. Much of the publicity borders on closely 
to what should be paid advertising. Some of the 
borderline publicity is received without thanks. 
A recent instance involving a giant lumber 
corporation and a small country newspaper is 
a good example. 
For years the newspaper had been conducting 
a running campaign to prevent the malicious 
setting of forest fires. The campaign primarily 
served the lumber company w hich owned virtual­ 
ly all of the timber in the vicinity. However, 
the lumber company refused to do occasional 
institutional advertising in the newspaper. 
The newspaper finally concluded that it was 
contributing beyond its obligations to the public 
welfare and discontinued its efforts to protect 
the forest lands of one company. 
After several months an old pattern of forest 
burning was resumed. Because of spite, igno­ 
rance, or pure malicious amusement, the peo­ 
ples of the community began to start fires 
which cost the lumber company hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars within a few weeks. 
The lumber company found it necessary to start 
advertising on a much larger scale than ever 
proposed by the newspaper. And it was neces­ 
sarily local newspaper advertising since the 
small newspaper was the only publication read 
and respected by the rural community. 
The advertising worked. It isn’t a pretty story; 
but it is true.

RIGHT TO WORK GETS STRONG SUPPORT 
FROM COLLEGE STUDENTS 
An in-depth exploration of thinking and at­ 
titudes of American college students shows that 
an overwhelming percentage (72 1/2%) favor en­ 
actment and enforcement of state Right to 
Work laws. The follow ing “ bellwether” colleges, 
which together provide a cross-section of Amer­ 
ica’s 2,000,000 college students, lent their stu- 
dent-bodies to the study: 
Sarah Lawrence College, Brooksville, N. Y.; 
Williams College, Williamstown, Mass.; Yale 
University, New Haven, Conn; Marquette Uni­ 
versity, Milwaukee, Wise.; Boston University; 
Indiana University, Bloomington, Ind.; Univer­ 
sity of South Carolina, Columbia, S.C.; Reed 
College, Portland, Ore.; Davidson College, Da­ 
vidson, N.C.; Brandeis University, Waltham, 
Mass.; Stanford University, Palo Alto, Calif. 
Two are tax-supported, the others are private. 
The project was conducted, with highly scien­ 
tific methods, by Educational Reviewer, Inc. 
In reporting the results, the project director 
said: 
“ One of the few areas of general agreement in 
the poll has to do with right-to-work laws. 
Every school in the poll except Sarah Lawrence 
has a substantial majority either definitely in 
favor or somewhat in favor of such a law, and 
at no school does a plurality disapprove of the 
measure. In all, five-eighths of the students 
polled showed partiality toward right-to-work, 
with little more than a sixth showing opposition.”

Inattention is A Major Cause 
Of Traffic Accidents 
The Missouri Highway patrol 
reports that inattention while 
driving is a major contributing 


cause of traffic accidents. 
Last year, in accidents In­ 
vestigated by the Patrol, 3,581 
mishaps 
were directly 
at­ 
tributed to Inattention. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the Patrol’s Division of Safe­ 
ty, commented, "M otorists are 
subjected to many distractions 
when operating their vehicles. 
They are responsible for not 
permitting these to lead to In­ 
attention 
and neglect 
of the 
prim ary Job of driving safely. 
"It isn’t necessary for a driver 
to keep his eyes glued to the 
road, excluding all else from 
sight and hearing. It is possible, 
however, to avoid certain acts 
that may lead to trouble.” 
Captain Berglund urged mo­ 
torists to avoid the following 
acts when behind the wheel; 
(I) Daydreaming; (2) Looking at 
passengers while driving; (3) 
Looking out the rear view m ir­ 
ro r for a long period of time; 
(4) Searching for something on 
the floor while in motion; (9) 
Checking maps for the next 
stop. 
"Taking your mind off driving 
for any reason and tor only 
a short period of time can lead 
to a traffic accident,” declared 
the Captain. "A vehicle travel­ 
ing only 30 miles per hour 
travels over 130 feet in three 
seconds. If a driver takes his 
eyes or mind off the road for 
only that short period of time, 
quite a bit can happen. At faster 
speeds, it is even more danger­ 
ous. 
"M otorists must realize that 
driving is a full-time job,” 
Captain 
Berglund 
concluded. 
"TTiey must give their full at­ 
tention to what Is going on in 
traffic and do their best to avoid 
any act that may lead to Inat­ 
tention.”

INFLATION AND 
GOVERNMENT 
Suddenly everyone Is talking 
about rising prices and wages. 
From a mere bugaboo of a 
so-called "radical right,” they

abruptly emerged

clear and present danger. 
- no one likes a general rise 
in prices and wages, moving 
upward more rapidly than real 
productivity. Everyone wants to 
prevent it in advance if possible 
and stop it when it is obviously 
underway. 


Tile re is little the individual, 
alone, can do about it. He has 
to use the money government 
provides. He has to pay the 
prices asked for goods, if he 
buys them at all, and there 
are some he must buy, food 
being the most obvir ® ex­ 
ample. 
There Is a great deal that 
government could do to halt 
Inflation, if the trot* cause of 
inflation were better understood 
and government officials were 
really more interested in the 
People's welfare than their own. 
Government could stop pumping 
more money and credit into the 
economy through the Federal 
Reserve system; since govern­ 
ment by Itself can produce no 
wealth at all, the effect of such 
money and credit is wholly in­ 
flationary. Government could 
also 
reduce its 
borrowing, 
which would mean reducing its 
spending. 
But we rarely hear proposals 
for m easures like these to halt 
inflation, and they never come 
from government. Instead, the 
newspapers are filled with talk 
of higher 
taxes and more 
controls, which would give gov­ 
ernment more money to take 
— and more to spend. It is foolish 
to call such measures "an tl- 
lnflatlonary.” 
More spending 
and buying by government has 
Just the 
same 
Inflationary 
effects as more spending and 
buying by private individuals. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — The automo­ 
bile industry is confident it 
will do better in blocking gov­ 
ernm ent controls on accident 
safety before the House Com­ 
m erce committee than It did 
before the Senate. Before Sen. 
W arren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., 
and his Commerce Committee, 
it took a bad shellacking. 
Reason for the optimism is 
more pro-industry congress­ 
men on the House committee, 
especially Waller Rogers, Tex., 
Horace Kornegay, N.C., Demo­ 
c rats, with Glenn Cunningham, 
Neb., Arthur Younger, Calif., 
and Albert Watson, S.C., Re­ 
publicans. 
The motor moguls also con­ 
sid er Chairman Harley Stag­ 
gers, D-W. Va., a bit 
fllb- 
berty-jlbberty and figure they 
can bend him their way. 
WTut the industry will plug 
for is at least to retain the 
Johnson 
administration 
bill, 
written under the supervision 
of Secretary of Commerce John 
T. Connor, formerly a General 
Motors director. 
The Connor bill . ontains the 
amazing provision that the in­ 
vestigator's report of an acci­ 
dent cannot be used before the 
courts in a criminal or civil 
suit. Furtherm ore the investi­ 
gator himself cannot be sub­ 
poenaed to appear in court. 
Thus the information the pub­ 
lic pays for ( annot he used by 
the public. 
The bill provides for federal 
Investigative teams all over 
the United states to probe acci­ 
dents on the spot, all paid for 
by the taxpayers. However, the 
Information Is not to be used 
In court, obviously because It 
might show tlve auto manufac­ 
tu re rs to be at fault. 
Thus lf an accident occurred 
because of a stuck accelera­ 
to r, the federal accident report 
could not be used in court. 
Today, some drivers are in 
jail serving manslaughter con­ 
victions because of car defects 
and because the reports of de­ 
fects could not be used in court. 
This will not be remedied by 
the new safety bill proposed 
by the Johnson administration. 
SUPPRESSING RE PORTS 
Furtherm ore, the Division of 
Accident 
Protection 
in 
the 
Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare Department has long fol­ 
lowed a deliberate policy of 
suppressing accident reports 
paid for by the taxpayer. 
When this charge was made 
in the Senate hearings by Ralph 
Nader, the young attorney who 
sparked the entire probe of 
auto safety, Phil Lee, newly 
appointed assistnat Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare, was frank enough to tell 
Nader publicly that he was quite 
right. 
In fact, Leon Goldstein, chief 
of Grants Research in the Di­ 
vision of Accident Prevention, 
has even refused to let his 
superior, Assistant Secretary 
Lee, see some of the accident 
reports. 
Some of these reports cost 
as much as $900,000 -- all 
paid for by the taxpayer. Yet 
Goldstein refuses to make some 
of them public. 
" I want to make sure these 
reports are not m isinterpreted 
by misinformed people,” Gold­ 
stein explains. 
One important study, costing 
the 
taxpayer 
$170,000, 
was 
made by Public Service Re­ 
search of Stamford, Conn., and 
is a treatise on the accident 
characteristics of the Chevy, 
Plymouth and Ford. While the 
report has been made public, 
the cars are Identified only as 
"A , B, and C,” so the read­ 
e r has no way of knowing wheth­ 
e r "A ” refers to the Chevy, 
" B ” to the Ford, "C ” to Plym­ 
outh, or vice versa. 
Another 
report, 
written by 
Prof. Jam es Ryan of the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and cost­ 
ing $90,000, is on "crashworthy 
designs for autom obiles.'' Dr. 
Ryan 
developed 
a hydraulic 
bumper which he tried out by 
crashing into a brick wall at 


a speed of 20 miles an hour. 
Despite a weak heart, he su r­ 
vived. With any other bumper 
he would have been killed. 
WHERE IS REUTHER? 
After that, however, the In­ 
dustry treated him as a step­ 
child. His funds were cut off. 
He was dropped from the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota and in­ 
vestigated by the auto indus­ 
try. His original report has 
not been released, though paid 
for by the taxpayers. Ryan, 
however, Is no crackpot. He has 
too many patents In his name, 
Including the flight recorder 
now used on all airplanes to 
record what happens in avia­ 
tion accidents. 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., is 
indignant over this supression 
of vital facts to which the pub­ 
lic is entitled and plans to 
cross-exam ine 
industry of­ 
ficials. 
One report gathering dust in 
the HEW's division of accident 
prevention was written by Gold­ 
stein himself when a professor 
at George Washington Univer­ 
sity, on the subject of "d river 
.behavior.'’ It cost $260,000. 
No one really knows what the 
taxpayer got for his money. 
Amazing fact Is that two potent 
organizations affected by the 
accident 
probe 
haven't been 
heard (rom. They are: Walter 
R e u te r's United Auto W orkers 
and the Casualty Insurance peo­ 
ple. 
For years the Insurance com­ 
panies have been harping on the 
subject of auto safety. Every 
holiday 
weekend, 
they 
have 
helped announce the gruesome 
total of auto fatalities. Yet no 
indication has come from the 
Insurance companies that they 
would like to testify regarding 
government 
moves to insure 
auto safety. The insurance com­ 
panies apparently want to stand 
on the side of Industrial power, 
not public safety. 


This column Is supposed to 
report what goes on behind the 
scenes In Washington, so here 
is a report on what has been 
going on behind the scenes in 
the Sen. Tom Dodd investiga­ 
tion. 
Early In our development of 
this story, Jack Anderson no­ 
tified the FBI that we had cer­ 
tain important documents p er­ 
taining to the ethics of a key 
senator, and Invited the FBI 
around to study and evaluate 
the documents. 
Mr. Anderson, I might add, 
not having been around Wash­ 
ington as long as I, labors 
lieder the Impression that the 
FBI Is anxious to root out and 
suppress 
wrong-doing wher­ 
ever it may be — even in high 
places. 
The FBI, therefore, with Mr. 
Anderson's cooperation photo­ 
graphed every scrap of evidence 
we had. When some of the photos 
didn't develop clearly, the FBI 
even came back and rephoto­ 
graphed. 
Jack had also been 
working 
with half a dozen prospective 
witnesses, all form erDoddem - 
ployees, to tell the FBI what 
they knew of Dodd's miscon­ 
duct. These were young people 
who had been shocked at what 
was hapjjening In Dodd’s office 
and departed. They felt under 
m oral obligation to report what 
was happening. 
Mr. Anderson offered to pro­ 
duce these witnesses, no strings 
attached, for the FBI. 
FBI CROSS-EXAMINES 
The G-men called on the wit­ 
nesses all right, but didn’t ask 
a single question about Dodd, 
his conduct, whether he had 
diverted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket and 
whether he had acted on behalf 
of a foreign agent, Gen. Julius 
Klein. 
Instead, 
the 
FBI 
cross- 
examined these young people 
about the alleged theft of Dodd’s 
documents. They also heckled 
them about other stories Jack 
Anderson and I had written, 
Including how we got the un­ 
published 
manuscript 
of the 


Cosa 
Nostra 
squealer, 
Joe 
Valachi. What this had to do 
with the Dodd case is hard to 
explain, but the FBI didn't try 
to explain it. 
These witnesses are clean-cut 
young men and women, who be­ 
lieve senators are not above 
the law and that it should not 
be against the law to document 
corruption charges against a 
U.S. senator. They are not d is­ 
gruntled employees who came 
running to us with information 
against their boss. We sought 
them out; It took weeks to p e r­ 
suade 
them 
that their first 
loyalty sould be to their coun­ 
try , not to Dodd. 
However, the public can judge 
for itself these witnesses lf they 
are ever given a chance to 
testify. 
As fast as the FBI discovered 
the identity of the witnesses, 
they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and harassed. One lost 
his Job on a House committee; 
the news of his dismissal came 
from Dodd’s office. Another, 
who decided It was his duty to 
testify against Dodd, felt It im ­ 
proper to remain in Dodd’s of­ 
fice. 
Since submitting 
his 
resignation, he has been unable 
to find another job. Others have 
had their Jobs threatened. 
One 
woman, 
seven months 
pregnant, was grilled by agents 
for three hours. Another Senate 
employee, who simply had been 
gossiping about the caoe, hard­ 
ly got back to his office before 
the G-men descended upon him 
and pumped him to find out 
what he knew. 
Agents hauled some witnesses 
right 
into Dodd’s 
office for 
cross-exam ination and behaved 
as lf they were working for the 
Senator. Other witnesses were 
alternately 
soft-soaped 
and 
threatened with federal prose­ 
cution. 
I have been around Washing­ 
ton a long time, but have never 
seen such an example of police 
state operation.

Such Investigations, of course, 
do not happen by accident. They 
usually go beyond the attorney 
general, Mr. Katzenbach, an 
awfully nice guy, but a bit wishy- 
washy when It comes to stand­ 
ing up to the White House or 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of which Tom Dodd Is a m em­ 
ber. 
Such investigations usually go 
right up to the President him ­ 
self. Mr. Johnson has on his 
desk a direct private phone to 
J . Edgar Hoover. They are 
very old friends, dating back to 
the days when I used to visit 
in Lyndon's home when he was 
a gawky young congressman 
from Texas living just across 
the

NEW YORK (AP) — Work 
addicts are urged to take a 
work break instead of just rely­ 
ing on more coffee. 
The neurotic ways of the busi­ 
ness executive who thinks the 
company can't function without 
him are coming under closer 
inspection by both physicians 
and corporate management. 
The doctors worry about the 
social and personal problems 
that can build up from execu­ 
tive tensions. These sometimes 
lead 
to 
mental or physical 
breakdowns. 
Management 
is 
worrying 
about what tension in the execu­ 
tive suite may be doing to em­ 
ploye morale. Also there is the 
pressing problem of how grow­ 
ing tension may affect the mak­ 
ing of crucial dollar and cents 
decisions. 
Like drug, alcohol and gam­ 
bling addicts, the one who is 
being hooked by his work and 
by his preoccupation with it is 
usually the last to recognize his 
trouble or to admit his addic­ 
tion. Instead, he develops all 
kinds 
of physical symptoms 
that physicians find hard to 
trace to physical causes. 
“ Executive behavior of prac- 
trace to physical causes. 
“ Excessive behavior of prac­ 
tically any kind begets addic­ 
tion," says Dr. Nelson Bradley 
of the Parkside Clinic, Des 
Plaines, HI. “ For the drinker, 
anything above the one or two 
drinks necessary to gain the 
relaxation he legitimately may 
seek is excessive behavior. In 
the case of the executive and his 
workload, I believe that any­ 
thing over a 40-hour work week 
is excessive behavior, particu­ 
larly in this day of good corpo­ 
ration 
organization and ex­ 
tremely 
competent 
subordi­ 
nates." 
The work addict will plead a 
rush of demands, Dr. Bradley 
says, when “the events leading 
to the rush have actually been 
instigated by the man himself." 
Dr. William C, Menninger, 
founder of the Menninger Clinic 
of Industrial Mental Health, 
urges that in addition to regular 
physical examinations for key 
men, companies also provide 
regular emotional checkups for 
their executives. 
“It is rare for anyone to see 
his physician because of ten­ 
sion, but physicians* offices are 
filled with patients who com­ 
plain of symptoms resulting 
from tensions," notes Dr. Theo­ 
dore G. Klumpp, president of 
Wlnthrop Laboratories, a divi­ 
sion of Sterling Drug. 
He 
holds 
that 
a certain 
amount of stress, different for 
each person, is a powerful spur 
to creativity or productivity. 
But the extremes of stress, 
from either Intensity or dura­ 
tion, are harmful. Tensions are 
revealed in 
nervousness or 
sleeplessness, diarrhea, spas­ 
tic colitis, loss of weight 
or 
gaining of too much weight too 
fast. 
If you*re becoming a work 
addict, 
he suggests a work 
break. And for most executives 
the best work break is a regular 
program of physical exercise. 
Pushups 
won't 
do, 
Dr. 
Klumpp 
contends. 
Nor will 
walking, swimming, golf, tennis 
or bicycling — if done only on 
Sunday. Hie work break has to 
be taken every day. And above 
all beware of that common ad­ 
vice to “take it easy." 
Don't worry about physical 
strain, (he doctor and drug com­ 
pany executive adds. It's not a 
“ fulfilling, rewarding life to be 
afraid to live for fear of dying."
